The Advocate in a labored half 

-column attempts to defend ils 
stand on the Sifton deal at Ed- 
monton. 

It starts off by ‘‘expressing 
sinvere and deep regret that Mr. 
Cushing was not able to command 
a majority in the legislature.” 

Mr. Cushing was not given a 
chance. The Advocate knows 
full well Mr. Cushing would have 


defeated the Rutherford govern- 


menton the opening of parliament 
hands down. 

The machine at Ottawa could 
not allow that. They did not 
want it because an independent, 
honest administration, run by tne 
people, would have come into 
existence and machine rule in 
Alberta would have been at an 
end. 

The Advocate says ‘‘the Licut.- 
Governor could neither call in 
Mr. Cushing with the Government 
unbeaten, nor could he compel 
the Government to resign in Mr. 
Cushing’s favor, nor could he 
dissolve the House unless on the 
advice of his ministers.” It is 
wonderful what he couldn’t do. 
But it doesn’t tell us what he did 
do. 

He turned out one government 
and appointed another govern- 
ment in power without asking the 
sanction of the people, which has 


no precedent in the history of the 
Dominion of Canada. 


In one breath he accepted the 
resignation of Premier Ruther- 
ford,appointed Mr.Sifton premier 
and prorogued the House, and 
for months one man, and that 

“man not a representative of the 
people, has been in control of this 
great province and not a man 
elected by the people has had a 
word to say in its affairs. 

Even the Advocate is con- 
strained in all fairness to remark 
that ‘it is not just, nor in accord 
with representative institutions, 
that an outside leader should hold 
the reins of power for three 
months without the Legislature 
formally showing he possesses 
the confidence of a majority of 
that body, and some ‘ remedy 


ought to be found to provide that 
such a condition of things as has 
developed. should bring about 
‘automatically an appeal to the 
people ”’

The Advocate says our remarks 
with regard to conservation of 
timber limits were far-fetched 
and an attempt to discredit 
Premier Sifton. Notatall. We 


‘lhad no notion of discrediting 


Premier Sifton. We can safely 
leave that sort of business to the 
Advocate. What we said was as 
an old timer we had noticed 
Clifford Sifton became a million- 
aire by securing timber limits 
which rightly belonged to this 
province. The people rebelled 
and the government were wise 
enough to do away with the evil. 
Then we showed what a clever 
manipulator Clifford Sifton was, 
because he is now one of the 
strongest men in the Dominion in 
favor of conservation of timber of 
which he owns so much, and of 
course the Advocate falls over 
itself to fight for him. It stood 
by his timber deals to the last, it 
stood by the Rutherford govern- 
ment until like the boy on the 
burning deck all but he had fled, 
it then swung to Mr. Cushing so 
long as there was any hope, and 
it now is trying hard to get into 
the good graces of the new Pre- 
mier. 

By the way we were not dis- 
crediting the conservation of our 
vast timber resources, Let them 
be conserved by all means, What 
we wished to point out to our 
readers was that Clifford Sifton 
is a very clever manipulator and 
in this deal it was Clifford first 
and the country afterwards. 


BULYEA AND McINNIS; A 
COMPARISON. 


(Edmonton Journal) 


Taking refuge behind the fact 
that the Lieutenant-Governor, on 
account of his official position, is 
not supposed to give any ex- 
planation of his conduct in dis- 
missing one government and 
calling another without giving 
the people an opportunity to say 
whether his action meets with 
public approval or not, the 
machine press of Alberta is offer- 


ing various eulogistic frappes on 
his conduct. oo) 2 

The Edmonton Capital goez so 
far in its issue of the 17th as to 
say the ‘whole proceeding: ‘was 
strictly in accordance with con- 
stitutional practice.’’ . 

This statement is so brazenly, 
terrribly out of line with the facts 
that it is unworthy of contradio- 
tion, notwithstanding that is was 
not made in a less obscure publi- 
cation. : 

There is no- precedent: in. the 
history of the Dominion of Cana- 
da where the liceutenant-governor 
of a province turned one govern- 
ment out and placed another in 
power without asking the sanction 
of the people. eo 

The only case that comes any- 
where near paralleling the action 
of Lieutenant-Governor Bulyea 
is that of the then lieutenant- 
governor of British Columbia, 
McInnis, who turned out the 
Turner-Cotton-Semlin crowd and 
made Joseph Martin premier. 

But mark the difference. 

When MelInnis placed Martin 
in control of the affairs of the 
province of British Columbia he 
did it on the very evident under- 
standing that an election would 
be held right away. The election 
was held, and by a combination 
of elements opposed to him 
Martin was defeated. Mclnnis 
was asked for his resignation at 
once. 


The government which McInnis 
dismissed was a hybrid govern- 
ment, composed of groups of 
self-seeking politicians, incom- 
petent as a body to handle the 
affairs of the province, and 
nothing but an appeal to the 
people would straighten out the 
tangle. McInnis touk this method 
of getting the case before the 
people, and Martin sought to give 
the province stable government 
by the introduction of party-line 
divisions in that province Martin 
failed, and McInnis suffered the 
consequences; but nevertheless, 
stable government came out of 
their actions, even though it was 
not of the political shade which 
‘Martin desired. 

The government which Lieu- 
tenant-Governor dismissed was 
the government still, notwith- 
standing anything that may be 
said to the contrary, and had a 
right to be considered the gov- 
ernment up until the time it 
might be defeated in the house, 
in which case it was entitled to the 
right to go to the people. , 


Lieutenant-Governor Bulyea 
did not send the government 
which he dismissed to the people 
and he not only did not send the 
government which he appointed,

Should Mr. Sifton manage to 
squeeze in. in Vermilion, and 
should he manage to secure a pre- 
dominating support in the legis- 
lature, the action of the lieuten- 
ant-governor.is not yet alsolved, 
for there is still nothing to show 
that the people any longer have 
any confidence in the legislature. 

If Mr. McInnis merited’ dismis- 
sal because of the appointment of 
Joseph Martin, what must be said 
of the lieutenant-governor of Al- 
verta, who fears to let his action 
go to the people for their verdict? 

If, after what he has ‘Jone to 
the electorate of Alberta, Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Bulyea is still 
entitled to hold office, then 
Lieutenant - Governor MolInnis 
should have monuments erected 
to him and his namne emblazoned 
in the nation’s hall of fame as 
one of Canada’s heroes.

TRADE DISEASES. 


ferent Ailments ' Attach. 
Every man.who works for a long 


time at any one. of scores of indus- 
trial trades is pretty nearly sure te 
contract sooner. or later the bodily 
disease that is connected with his uc- 
cupation. Some of these maladies are 
mysterious; many .are dangerous. 
Bakers generally have bad teeth; the 
flour dust collects on the teeth, be- 
comes acid and gives rise to a special 
kind of decay. Bakers, too, owing to 
their irregular life, sleeping in the 
day and working: at night, and be- 
cause of the hot air and dust they 
breathe, ave great victims of con- 
sumption. Boilermakers lose_ their 
hearing from:the continual racket in 
which they have to labor. Those 
men who work around breweries look 
strong and healthy, but the beer that 
they drink ruins their livers, and 
they generally die before reaching 
middle age. 


One of the peculiar diseases that. 


is but temporary in its effect and to 
which a man is immune after having 
experienced it once is “‘brass found- 
ers’ ague.’’ Three-quarters of the new 
employes ‘of brass foundries experi- 
ence it. They have severe chills and 
headache, cough a great deal and 
then develop a high fever; the illness 
passes in a day or so. It is caused 
by the inhalation of metallic dust or 
vapors of zine or copper. 


Blacksmiths suffer from paralysis 


of the entire right side, due to the 
continual shock of hammering, and 
their eyes become weak from the 
glare of the fire. Professional cooks 
‘are also subject to impairment of the 
eyesight; they have to open oven 
doors continually to see how what- 
ever they are baking or roasting is 
progressing, and the outrush of the 
suppressed volume of heated vapor 
affects their eyes.

tories. Furniture polishers can gen- 
erally be picked out in a crowd on 
account of the eczema which covers 
the hands, arms and face. This is 
supposed to be due to impure alcohol 
used in the polishes.

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WASHING HOUSE PLANTS. 


Different Occupations to Which Dif-:| How to Keep Them Healthy — and 


Free From Insects. 
If after taking flowers into- the 


house you discover the troublesome 
meal bugs, aphis, the torment of 
chrysanthemum; green flies and tiny 
red spiders, begin at once to kill 
them: The overwhelming ‘development 
of these pests can be stopped ‘only 
by using some strong solution that 
will kill the insects and destroy the 
eggs. If a small camel’s hair brush 
is dipped into alcohol and the haunts 
of these pests are washed out with 
the solution, followed with a tobacco 
suds wash, clean plants will be in- 
sured. Do not permit this water te 
run into the earth, for alcohol will 
kill some plants. Have a piece of 
oilcloth, cut a hole in the centre and 
slit one side to the edge. This can be 
wrapped around the plant to prevent 
the water going into the crock. This 
is also an excellent method when 
cleaning flowers in the kitchen sink, 
for the dirt does not overflow when 
the crock is protected with the oil- 
cloth covering. 


The red spider can be killed with 


pure water, but this process requires 
that the entire plant be immersed. 
This is easily done, and the water 
should be changed a number of times. 
Do not leave one plant untouched, 
but clean all at the same time. - Just 
a few insects will increase rapidly ‘in 
numbers, and the aphis to-day would 
be a past generation to-morrow, 50 
the accumulation of these little pests 
should be fought from the time flow- 
ers are taken into the house. No 
flower collects ,insects more rapidly 
than ivy. The fragile leaves and 
stems are alive with them, for which 
reason ivy should be kept out of the 
collection of rare plants. Flowers 
with large leaves should be washed. 
Buy a small soft brush and keep it for 
the purpose of washing the flower 
leaves. It cleans under the leaves 
and between the stems and stock. 


IVY FOR HOME DECORATION. 


How to Grow the English and Ger- 


man Varieties With Ease. 
For a growing green which is beau- 


tifully decorative in the home in win- 
ter there is nothing more satisfactory 
than ivy. There are so many artistic 
ways of arranging the ivy, and the 
English variety particularly is so 
hardy that it cannot fail to grow. 
Artists have painted it and poets sung 
of it—the romantic ivy green. 


‘With a pot containing the ivy 


standing on a table, floor or shelf the 
creeping branches may be trained 
in any direction about the room. 
Have the vine. clamber ‘up the win- 
dow casing, and the green and leafy 
screen through which you can look 
out upon a wintry landscape will 
make it seem less bleak. Stand the 
jar contuining the ivy on a bracket 
shelf at one end of the mantel and 
let it wander, with skillful training, 
up over mantel and walls, stray ten- 
drils drooping gracefully over pictures 
and the like. 


Ivy may be trained over the arch- 


way which divide’ rooms, and no 
porticres will be needed. There: is 
also the more delicate German icy, 
which requires gentler handling. It 
will grow effectively without soil. I 
saw one growing in a large bowl of 
water—the kind of glass bowl used 
for small aquaria. The ivy grew over 
the sides of the bowl, festooning it- 
self in tangled masses of vivid green, 
which gave a living beauty to the 
whole room.—Suburban Life.
